ENGINEERED DEAL IN LONDON 


VARIOUS COMPANIES TO POOL 
STOCK LIKE STEEL TRUST. 


In Return They Will Receive Shares 
in American Company, Whose 
Capital Will Not Be Less 
Than %150,000,000. 


NEW YORK, April 19.—J. P. Morgan. 
who is now abroad, has practically con- 
au ted a plan to combine all the leading 
transatlantic steamship lines. 

Tondon dispatches announcing the combi- 
nation were today affirmed at the Morgan 
banking house. 

The companies to be consolidated will, it 
ig said include the American and Red Star 
lines, White Star line, Dominion line, At- 
lantic Transport line and the Leyland. 


The two last named lines have been un- 
Ger the Morgan control for some time. 
Probable additions to this list are the Cu- 
mard; Wilson and Holland-American com- 
panies, and, it is understood, a ‘‘working 
agreement’ will be reached with the other 
leading transatlantic oomspantes, including 
the North German Lloyd, Hamburg-Ameri- 
can, General Transatlantic (French), Allan 
line and Anchor lines. 

Mr. Morgan has been giving the matter 
much of his time since his arrival on the 
other side. In this country the more im- 

ortant details have been in the hands of

TEST COMMITTEE SO REPORTS 


URGES THAT COMPANIES SUBMIT 
FENDER DESIGNS IN TEN DAYS. 


Desire for Use of Power Brake Is Based 
Upon Result of the Committee’s 
: Experience While Testing 
Fenders. : 


The necessity of equipping street cars 
with power brakes is recommended in the 
report of the committee on president's de- 
partment submitted to the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements yesterday. This commit- 
tee had charge of the fender tests last 
month, 

After detailing the results of experiments 
with new fender devices, the report states: 

‘Your committee recommends: First, that 
the street railway companies of this city 
be requested to gubmit, within 10 days, a 
design or Gésigns of such fenders and whre!

ROME, April 19.—Considerable import- 
ance is attached to a recent remark of the 
Pope, who in conversation with Father 
Lorenzo Perosli, an Italian composer, asked 
him for news of his friend, Cardinal Gui- 
seppe Sarto, the patriarch of Venice. 

“Hold him very dear, Perosi,’’ said Leo 
XIII, ‘‘as in the future he will be able to 
do much for you. We firmly believe he 
will be our successor.’’ 


Cardinal Sarto is an Italian. He was 
born in 1835 and was created a cardinal in

Its Grasping Hand Is Now 
on Eggs and Butter. 


PRICE OF EGGS WILL SOAR 


100,000 CASES OF WESTERN PRO- 
DUCT STORED IN JERSEY CITY. 


Butter Is Selling at Thirty Cents a 
Pound and a Big Advance Is 
Looked For by the Market 
Speculators. 


NEW YORK, April 19.—The hand of the 
Beef Trust is now seen in the latest levy 
on the tables of the poor—the big increase 
in the price of butter and eggs. 

While not enough has yet been corralled 
to threaten a corner, butter is selling at 33 
cents a pound and eggs at 18 cents a 
dozen. 

Swift & Co. during the week have stored 
in the warehouse of the Jersey City Pack- 
ing Co. 100,000 cases of western eggs. These 
cases contain 30 dozen eggs each. Other 
enormous quantities are stored elsewhere. 

The high price of beef has resulted in an 
almost unpretédented demand for eggs. 

The speculators expect the price of eggs 
to soar again to the record figure reached 
in February, when the price went to 36% 
cents. a dozen.

SANTOS VIEWS THE WORLD'S FAIR SI 


ONE MONTH IS TIME ENOUGH 


patch Staff Correspondent 
on His Train This Morning 
All His Plans for the 
Flights Over St, Louis, 


Alberto Santos-Dumont, “King of the 
Air,"’ who laid aside his preparations that 
were making to fly over King Edward's 
coronation for a run to this side to make 
arrangements to fiy over New 8t. Louis 
and the World's Fair, arrived in Union Sta- 
tion a few minutes after 1 o’clock this 
afternoon. 

Mr. Santos’ only companion is M. Aimee 
of Paris, the aeronaut’s chief engineer. 

The visitors were met at Union Station 
by Walter B. Stephens, secretary of the 
World's Fair Co. and Williard B. 
Smith, chief of transportation, who met 
Mr. Santos in New York, and preceded him 
to St. Louls. Many other prominent men 
accompanied these World's Fair representa 
tives. 


TRAIN ARRIVES LATE. 

The train bringing Mr. Santos was % 
minutes late, due to the switching neces- 
sary at East St. Louis. 

Two thousand persons were at the sta- 
tion to bid him welcome. 

Although entirely informal the reception 
amounted to an ovation. 

As he stepped from the platform of the 
train he was met by Willard Smith. Be- 
hind Mr. Smith was Secretary Walter B. 
Stevens and John Lebens, 

The crowd surged about the car and sev- 
eral women rushed up to meet the dis- 
tinguished visitor. 

The station officials cleared the way rap- 
idly, and he started, escorted by Mr. Smith, 
towards the midway. 


CAMERAS ENCIRCLED HIM. 

As he came within 10 feet of gate No. 10 
he stopped and, looking up at Smith, said: 

“Why do they all want to take me?” 

Mr. Santos referred to a half-dozen cam- 
eras- Safe + hit A levelled at him. .»

Good naturedly Mr. Santos posed for his 
picture. 

Accompanied by Secretary Stevens and 
Mr. Smith Mr. Santos entered a carriage 
at the port cochere and was driven to 
the Southern Hotel. 

In a second carriage which followed were 
Albert Bare, correspondent of Le Journal 
and Le Velo of Paris, who has been in St. 
Louis several weeks, and Mr. Aime. 

While walking through the station the 
air king took occasion to remark that “‘it 
is a finer station than any I have seen. 
east.”’ 

Just outside the station was a solid hu- 
man phalanx, waiting to catch a gliimpse 
of the man who builds aerial trains. 

Santos is about five feet four inches in 
height, and he was completely hidden by 
his escorts. 

As he was about to enter the carriage he 
pulled off the light overcoat which he 
wore, remarking that he supposed he had 
almost reached a southern climate. 

As the carriage moved away a hundred 
handkerchiefs fluttered. 

Santos saw them and 
edgment. 

After a lunch at the Southern Hotel Mr. 
Santos was driven to the Fair site, stop- 
ping at the St. Louls Club. 

From the Administration building the 
party will be driven back to the Southern, 
where the visitors will spend the night. 

Sunday afternoon some capacious vehicle, 
probably a tally-ho, will be chartered, and 
the party will make a trip into St. Louls 
County. The Country Club at Clayton will 
be the probable terminus of the ride. 

Monday morning the aeronaut will again 
visit the Fair site, accompanied by his com-

The two principal objects of the inspec- 
tion of the Fair site and the conferences fol- 
lowing will be to map out the aerial course 
for the airship contests, which are to be a 
feature of the Fair and to fix the rules 
which shall govern the competition. 

The conference committee represents 
three systems of air navigation, the dirt- 
gible balloon, the aeroplane and the pro- 
peller system.

Santos—the aeronatut prefers the first part 
of his hyphenated name—Mr. Santos rode 
on the locomotive between Terre Haute, 
Ind., and Effingham, Ill. The train at- 
tained a maximum speed of % miles an 
hour, faster than thé aeronaut ever fode on 
air or earth.

HENRY BECKER KILLED BY GAS 


HENRY HAAS WAS CRUSHED BY 
FALLING DIRT. 


Bodies Lay 23 Feet Down in a Sewer 
Trench and Fire Truck Was 
Called to Ixtricate 
Them. 


In the attempt to save the life of his em- 
ploye, Henry Becker, a plumber of 3824 
South Broadway, lost his own life. He 
made two efforts to rescue Henry Haas 
of 3809 Ohio avenue, who had been buried 
under a bank of dirt, and when he realized 
that his efforts were futile, he endeavored 


to make his own escape. 

But it was not to be. Foul sewer gas 
had numbed his senses and he succumbed 
to the effect of the gas. 

Becker and his helper were making sewer 
connections in the rear of the residence 
of Otto Nickles of 4426 Pennsylvania avenue.

Becker immediately started 
down to rescue Haas and half way down he 
encountered astro flow of gas. He made 
an effort to reach Haas, but was forced to 
ascend. He could not reach the top, 80 
weak had he become from the gas, and fall- 
ing back on the dirt that covered Haas, 
Becker expired.

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VICTIMS OF MEAT TRUST. 


The sad story of deprivation due to the exactions of the meat 
trust rejated in Friday's Post-Dispatch is a forcible illustration 
of the evil power of monopoly. 

Rich, well-to-do and comfortable families are not much affected 
by this extortion. A difference of 5 or 10 cents on the pound of 
meat is not felt. But to families whose income ranges from $% 
to $10 a week, an increase in the cost of living works further 
suffering of the keenest sort. 

In the Jewish quarter of the city the suffering is especially 
acute, owing to the customs which restrict the people of that 
faith to special meat foods. These have become impossible. The 
exhorbitant prices are beyond the reach of the poor families 
and some of them have not tasted meat for two or three weeks. 

The real meaning Of monopoly comes home to people who di- 
rectly and immediately fee] the evil. When people lack food in 
ls country where food is more than abundant they are pretty sure

PEACE BY INDIRECTION. 


Peace is in the air. Notwithstanding contradictory reports, it 


struggle. 

But it is apparent that the English seek to accomplish this 
result by indirection. Formally they refuse an armistice, on 
“military grounds,”’ but Lord Kitchener has agreed “to give 
facilities for the election and meeting of representatives of the 
various Boer commands to consider their position.” This seems 
to mean that the armistice formally refused is actually granted, 
since men on the march or in full retreat, with the enemy hang- 
ing on their rear, can hardly be expected to deliberate on peace 
or war and vote on the question. 

There is reason to believe that the Boers will insist upon am- 
nesty for all, including the Cape Dutch, upon the revocation cf 
the absurd and barbarous banishment proclamation and the early 
esiablishment of uw representative government in which the Boers 
themselves shall have fair share. And, since these terms are 
natural, humane and reasonable, the English, who themselves 
have a genius for local self-government and have built up an 
immense empire on that idea, are not likely to refuse to grant 
them, 

The reference of the question to the fighters is an interesting 
example of what is called the referendum and shows how passion- 
ately the Boers are devoted to self-government. 

It is safe to say that if England refuses to grant the same 
rights and privileges to her Boer subjects that are enjoyed by 
the English, her troubles in South Africa will continue. The 
Dutch have never suffered a yoke very long and those of them 
in the Transvaal and the Orange State are full of the spirit cf 
their ancestors.

You can now sow seed out in 
the garden itself, though it would have 
been better to have got some started in- 
doors, as you would have saved time. 

These baby plants are a joy in them- 
selves; they are so delicate and curious. 
Like other babies, they look a good deal 
alike. This is because the first two leaves, 
which botanists call cotyledons, are nothing 
but little stores of plant food. Notice how 
fat they usually are. But when the baby 
plant puts out its second leaves, you will 
see what it is really going to Be like. It 
then begins to have a character of its own. 


Some Tender Flowers. 

It is hardly time to sow such tender, trop- 
ical flowers as nasturtiums, cypress vine, 
4 o’clock or castor bean out of doors yet. 
The first of May will be soon enough for 
them. But you may start the seed in pots 
or boxes under shelter. 


Transplanting. 

Do not try to transplant your flowers 
while they are too small to handle easily. 
Wait until the fourth or fifth pair of leaves 
are grown and the plant is three or four 
inches tall. If you find the seed beds are 
too thick, thin owt all the poorest plants, 
leaving the vigorous, hearty-looking ones, 
The weak ones are not profitable to keep. 
They are the product of seed that has partly 
lost its vitality. 

In transplanting, do not disturb the earth 
about the roots more than you can help. 
But where plants have grown close to- 
gether and must be separated, leaving lt- 
tle or no earth clinging to the roots, it is q 
ap plan to dip the roots of each in liquid

Some gardeners fill each nole with water 
first, and then carefully crumble earth in, 
holding the plant in the middle of the hole, 
in an upright position, till the hole is filled. 
After you have thus set out every plant, go 
over the lot again and press in the soli 
around each one quite firmly. This is the 
best way to i: sure success in transplant- 
ing. Plants just stuck in and not made firm 
are pretty sure to die. 

For tender plants, or if the nights are 
cold, make little cones of paper and cover. 
This is also a good plan in case the sun 
becamés hot. You cannot be too careful 
in this matter of transplanting. It is one 
of the most important branches of garden- 
ing.
